In the above table, the ratio of conversions re- 
ported to the number of scholars in Massachusetts, 
is 1 to 42; in Vermont, 1 to 20; in Connecticut, 
1 to 18; New Hampshire, 1 to 33; in Maine, 1 
to 86; in Rhode Island, 1 to 12. 

The above results were obtained in many in. 
stances from statistics published by Associations 
some three or six months since—so that the num- 
ber of conversions reported fails far short of the 
actual number for the year.
